DEATHS. 
At Shanghai, on the 22ud inst., Marcangr 
Jas, the beloved wife of ALEX. C. TweeDIR. 
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‘Tuere has now been ample time for 
the repudiation or explauation of the 
curious paper purporting to be written 
by German Naval Officer and directed 
against Englishmen which we published 
on the 13th instant, We need not and 
do not attach avy great importance to 
the document, as the Chinese officials 
are not quite so simple as little Red 
Riding Hood, and if there is one thing 
to which they are unduly prone it is 
that of looking for a personal motive 
behind everythivg which is proposed to 
them. Therefore, such a transparently 
disingennous paper as that of the dis- 
established German officer, and the far 
more able document which was actual- 
ly presented to the Chinese authorities 
a few months ago written by a French- 
man against England, are like boom- 
erangs thrown by unskilfal hands 








which return and wound the thrower. 
At the same time we regard all such 
attempts to arouse international jeal- 
ousies in China with unfeigned regret. 
No possible benefit cau accrue to any of 
the parties concerned from underhand 
attempts to vilify rivals, and to those 
who take a broad interest in the cause 
of progress in China theso unseomly 
pot-and-kettle disputations must be as 
vexing to the soul as the warring of the 
sects is to those who desire the sprend 
of pure Christianity. And if there be 
any one question on which an ebullition 
of national jealousy is absolutely with- 
out excuse, it is the question of the con- 
straction and organisation of the Chi- 
nose fleet. The ships bave been and 
are being built indiscriminately in Eng- 
land and in Germany. ‘They are there 
en évidence to speak for themselves. 
Both countries have had nearly equal 
chances of showing what they can do; 
and if hereafter the Chinese should 
prefer one or the other, it is within 
their competence to do so withont 
being called upon for explanations or 
being besieged with whining petitions 
from Mivisters, Consuls or Merchants. 
As regards the officering of the Chinese 
fleet, there is even less cause for jeal- 
ousy, for it does not appear that the 
nationality question has anything what- 
ever to do with the substitution of one 
set of officers for another, Both par- 
ties, at any rate have, had their “in- 
nings.” At first the Chinese tarned to 
England for officers. Nothing was 
more rational, having regard to the 
important commercial relations which 
existed between the two countries, and 
to the position and reputation of Eng- 
land as a naval power. The English * 
officers gave perfect satisfaction, but. at” 
a critical moment they all left the 
Chivese service withont the formality 
of a month’s notice which even a house- 
maid is obliged to give in England. 
Their places were speedily filled by 
Germans, and there is not an Englieh- 
man on the Coast of China but was 
pleased at the way the Germans’ came 
forward, even though their advent was 
regarded as completely wiping ont the 
name of England from ay share in 
the organisation of the Chinese navy. 
And this would have been the effect, in 
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all probobility, if it had not bappened 
that the individuals were selected by 
au official who understood good hus- 
bandry and private nidification Letter 
than naval organisation. After eighteen 
months’ trial the Chinese determined 
to get rid of their Germans, and pre- 
ferred keeping the chiefs on shore on 
fall pay to allowing them to serve on 
board-the ships. The German officers 
cannot say they had not their chance, 
but they were tried and found wanting. 
The English were again called back; 
and they will -have one more chance, 
which they had hardly any right to 
expect. ‘he Chinese, after full trial of 
both, have deliberately elected the 
Englishmen—not because they are 
English, but because they are the men 
for the work, Many of the German 
officers aud snb-officers will have to go, 
no doubt, but mavy also will probably 
‘be kept on by Captain Lang. But we 
* vepeat our conviction that there is no 
more question of nationality involved in 
these changes than there is in the com- 
petition between Lancashire and New 
England Drills in the Shanghai market. 
Wo ave far from blaming the Ger- 
mans exclusively for these outbursts of 
international jealousy. ‘The vesponsi- 
Dility for it vests as much or more on 
the English community, who do not 
relish the idea of Germans encroaching 
on what they consider their commercial 
prerogative in China, which neverthe- 
less the Germans must continue tg do 
more and more. Twenty years ago the 
ery was thut.the shipping on the Const 
was monopolised by small German 
barques, and the old nautical anathemas 
on the sauguinary “Datchman ”—for 
Jack's ethuology was always more com- 
prelensive thau accurate—were greatly 
revived. Bat candid minds were con- 
strained to admit that the success of 
the German ‘shipping was well deser- 
ved and highly creditable to the Ger- 
man character. For it consisted solely 
in supplying a better article at a cheaper 
price. For reasons which we need not 
atop to enumerate, the equipage of their 
little briga aud barques was as good as 
it was cheap. ‘Ihe vessels themselves 
were strong aud well furnished. They 
were admirably navigated ; they carried 
their cargoes better than English ships, 
which in those days were rather noted 
for being the worst carriers of cargo in 
tho world; excepting only the Ameri- 
cans, It may even be added that before 
the days of Consuls in cocked hats the 
Gorman captains and officers were very 
civil and nice to the Chinese and to 
everybody, and on that account aloue 
they would have enjoyed a preference, 
even on equal terms. Steam and iron 
came in, and again gave England a 
tremendous lead in the shipping of the 
world; bat the Germans are now rapidly 





gaining ground in that new field, and 
wo shall probably see the German flag 
take a prominent position on the China 
coast, and elsewhere, much as the Ham- 
barg and Bremen flag did a quarter 
of a century ago. ‘The Captain of a 
small sailing vessel, when recently asked 
how he managed to exist in the face of 
so many powerful steam lines, replied 
with a snap of his fingers that he would 
not care that for the English steam lines, 
bat those confounded Germans were 
what bothered him—(he was German 
himself)—for, said he, their whole 
portage bill does not come up to the pay 
of the captain of an English or Chinese 
steamer. 

glishmen should be the last to re- 
sent the operation of the principles of 
free trade, aud if, with the command- 
ing position they started from, they 
have to succamb to the competition of 
woaker rivals, they must acquiesce in 
their fate. A close analysis of the 
causes of the German sneccesses in 
China, whether in shipping or in mer- 
chanting, would be instructive, but 
not, we suspect, flattering to the 
self-love of Englishmen. We are not 
going to enter into that question at 
present, but may note in passing one 
or two points which may illustrate our 








meaning. ‘The Germans possess the | 


great advantage of coming from a cheap 
country, where small gains are not dos- 
pised. They are very industrious, and 
for the ordinary business of life they 
ave better educated than English youths, 
Whether they possess superior intelli- 
gence is a wider question, and one 
which it would be impossible to éolve. 
Bat the three great factors of know- 
ledge, industry aud economy are suf- 
ficient to account for all we see and 
fear of the competition of Germany. 
To all, however, that the Germans or 
French or Belgiaus can gain by fair 
means we make them as welcome as 
we do those who come over to England 
and carry off the honours of the English 
Turf. Let the best man win. That is 
Darwin, Herbert Spencer, Adam Smith 
and Stuart Mill in a nutshell. And as 
for the assistance which Germans or 
others get from the poor intrigues of 
Ministers and discarded officers, we 
make them a present of it freely and 
frankly; aud that, without in any de- 
gree waiving our censure of the illicit 
proceedings of the said functionaries, 
which on the contrary, we shall expose 
in our own way and at our own time 
as the occasion may demand.

THE INDIAN FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


‘Tue Financial Statement of India for 
lust yenr which hns just reached us is not 
drawn up in those rusente colours with 
wbich Sic Auckland Colvin described 
the prospects of his Budget a very few 
months ago.‘ He then said that the 
extension of the Income Tax would 
give that normal balance of income 
over expenditure which sound financiers 
considered necessary. For this he re- 
quired £700,000 aud the Income Tax 
‘has given £765,000. But this has 
been insullicient, und to bring out a 
surplus on paper £400,000 hne been 
drawn from the share of Land 
we received by Looal Gurern. 
in other words, the Central 
Government hing taken possession of a 
mull sum of money which does not 
belong to it, applied it to moet its 
needs, With this sam a eurplas of 
£180,000 is shown in the estimated 
expenditure fur the curront year, which 
ia certainly running things very fine

‘Tue resolution adopted at the meeting 
of the Subscribers to the Chinese Hos- 
pital, requesting the Trustees to con- 
sider with the Medical Officers the 
feasibility of establishing a medical 
school in conuection with the Hospital, 
is, we have not the slightest doubt, sare 
to commend itself to the community, 
The reasons offered by Mr. Muirhead in 
support of doing something towards 
the medical education of Chinese boys 
were so strong that the resolution 

ich followed was but a formal recog- 
nition of the case which he had made 
out. It is ouly a matter of common 
prudence that the Trustees should take 
the best steps to prevent the serious 
interference with the work of the in- 
stitution, to take a very limited view of 
what would occur if Mr. Wong Sheng-fa 
were incapacitated, or the Hospital 
were deprived of his services from any 
cause. r, Muirhead did good service 
by bringing the necessity of providing 
againstsuch contingencies, and the spirit 
in which he was met by those present 
gives good hope that the matter will 
receive the early attention of the ‘Trus- 
tees and the Medical officers. The 
times, it will be said, are not very pro- 
pitions for obtaining subscriptions, 
oven to the most deserving iustitutions; 
or at least the duluess of business will 
be alleged by some people as a reason 
for wwithholdvug subscriptions. But wo 
rather thiuk the times are not so 
bad as they are called; at all events 
there is always plenty of money forth- 
coming for amusemeuts, and some of it 
could surely be spared for good and 
charitable purposes. ‘This, however is 
by the way, aud will serve to indicate 
our opinion that the I'rusteos need not 
bo doterred from proceeding to con- 
sider what cau be dono to found a 
small medical school by a fear that if 
they require money it will not be forth- 
coming. Such a modest beginning in 
the way of establishing a medical school 
in connection with the Hospital as Mr. 
Muirhead’s remarks and those of the 
Chairman sketched will not cost much. 
Theefficiont manuer iu which Mr. Wong 
Sheng-fa has discharged his duties 
gives promise that thoso of his country- 
men who may be admitted to the school 
would, after proper training, prove ex- 
cellent assistants, andfrom their number 
furnish a successor to him if the neces- 
sity arose of providing one. They 
would also be available for the samo 
work elsewhere, and at othor ports and 
in native cities would do excellent 
service to their countrymen. 

Tt seems to us that the training of 
Chinese to medical and surgical work 
in Hospitals, and particularly in the 
Chinese Hospital here, has become a 
duty imposed on the community ; one 
of those obligations which acts for good 
on communities as the feeling of self- 
respect acts on individuals. It is also 
anecessity. Besides, as Mr. Muirhead 
said, there ought to be some likelihood 
of continuance and perpetuity in con- 
nection with the Hospital, so far as 
the Chinese mauagement is concerned. 
Whether or not those who originated the 
Chinese Hospital contemplated its exteu- 
sion into a medical school for the train- 
ing of Chinese assistants, its success, aud 
consequent growth, require of the pre- 








sent generation of residents the carrying 
out as soon as possible of such a scliemo 
as the speakers at the mesting on Tues- 
day indicated. If the training school is 
established on a sound basis it will 
provide the assistants which Mr, Woug 
may require, and, almost as a matter of 
course, lead by a simple, natural, 
process to a higher development of 
instruction, It seems very likely that 
such a training school would attyact 
a sufficient number of Chinese to 
defray its expenses very soon, oven 
on a very moderate scale of fees, 
The reports of various Hospitals at the 
outports which we have recently pub- 
lished show the increasing interest 
which officials and other influential 
classes are taking in our medical, sar- 
gical, and other sciences. This makes 
the present time very favourable to the 
foundation of such medical training 
classes as it would at present suit the 
Trustees of the Chiuese Hospital to 
establish, aud to extend these, which 
we presume is in Mr, Muichead’s 
mind. Such an extension might be 
undertaken in conjunction with the 
Hospital, so as not to involve that 
institution in auything of a specula- 
tive nature, as a medical school which 
would receive more students than the 
Hospital could employ would .bo to 
some extent. But wo think it would 
pay ; and uuless there would be a very 
reasouable prospect of its doing so, it 
should be left alone, as all such things 
that won't pay their way should be. 
Supposing that in a few years the 
numbers of Chineso students here in- 
creased to a hundred, there would 
then be no difficulty in obtaining the 
services of Europeau physiciaus and 
surgeons as lecturers, and in this way 
the training school would become the 
nucleus of a college. Other classes 
would be added in which the Chi- 
nese would Jearu things which would 
bo usefal to them, as Chemistry, 
Enginceriug,aud otherarts and sciences, 
for which we all Lope there will be 
before long a general demand among 
them. From such small beginnings as 
this proposed training-class universities 
have sprang before now, aud it is not in- 
dulging au extravagant hope that what 
the ‘'rastees of the Chinese Hospital 
aud their medical officers are authorized 
to consider may in time, and at no very 
distaut time, if we ouly make a begin- 
ning, however small, result in Shavg- 
bai becoming a great educational ceutre 
for the Chinese. Its site, easily ac- 
cessible from all parts of the empire, ” 
indicates it for that purpose.
